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Changes 

1. Summary: 

Revisions to 7 FAM 1300 Appendix T did not include any major policy 
changes. The update clarified that Passport agencies/centers are not 
permitted to make wholesale changes to the Information Request Letters 
(IRLs), and clarified procedures for requesting updates to the IRLs, 
retaining copies of IRLs with the file. 

2. If this issuance changed less than half the words, we formatted the 
changed text in dark magenta italic. If this issuance changed more than 
half the words, we did not use dark magenta italic. The CT line in each 
section shows when that section last changed. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1111.1).
